Pro- 
jects that are known include the following: seven apartment houses for 

the Polish Prison Department, in Warsaw, at Kazimierzowska Street 62a, 

62b, 64* 66 at Ivisniowa Street 49 and 55, and at Rakowiecka Street 29 * 

2. The apartment building at Kazimierzowska Street 62a has four floors; 

24 of the apartments are occupied by TJKVD (sic) officials and their 
far Hies. Polish prison officials and their families live In another 
o&rt of the building. On the ground floor there is a guard room for 
Russian soldiers. The building nay now be entered without a pass since 
a central heating clant for the buildings at Kazimlerzovrska 'Itreet 62a, 

62b and 64 and Msnlowa .Street 49 i« in the cellar of Kazimierzowska 
Street 62a, Prisoners from Labor Camp 4 service the heating plant in 
day *nd niqht shifts, under guard. 

3. The apartments at Kazimierzowska Street 64 and Msniowa Street 49 are 
occupied by officials of the Polish Prison Department. Kazimierzowska 
Street 68, however, is used for office space for the ? rchitcctur&l Section 
and Prison Statistics Section of the Prison Administration e
